had to print their own bills. He agreed to approve reissue of LOOOP and printing of

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N. H. NUMISMATICS 
by Wayne S. Rich 


The scanty literature on New Hampshire numismatics is deceptive as to the 
quantity of material which may be included under this heading. It is hoped that 
this will be the first of a series of articles which will bring together some pub- 
lished information which is not readily availeble to many numismatists, correct 
some errors and omissions in such information, and add much new information on such 
subjects as Civil War script issued by banks and merchants, various tokens, medals 
and store cards, etc. on which no information has been published. Much assistance 
is needed to make this information as complete and accurate as possible, and to that 
end it is urged that anyone who owns, knows of, or hears rumors of the existence of 
such material as N. H. broken bank notes, script, tokens, medals, or store cards 
report the same to your editor. Since much of present Vermont was at one time con- 
sidered part of New Hampshire, including 129 towns which were granted charters by 
Governor Benning Wentworth 1749-1764, we might include items from this area, but 
will refrain from doing so. Grants including the present New Hampshire were made 
in 1622 and first settler arrived in 1623. The name "New Hampshire" first appeared 
in 1629 when Capt. John Mason of Hampshire, England, separated his claim from that 
of Sir Ferdinando Gorges and obtained a separate grant from the Plymouth Company 
which he called New Hampshire. Numismatics of this period would probably include 
wampum, rifle balls, etc. as well as various foreign coins such as English, French, 
Spanish, etc. 


Chapter 1 - New Hampshire Colonial Notes 


Public opinion regarding paper money blew hot and cold in the colonies. The 
difficulty in obtaining coin, which soon went overseas to pay for needed supplies, 
made urgent the need for a circulating currency. Although thousands of notes were 
issued in several series between 1717 and 1780, comparatively few can be found 
today. Data on these issues is listed below as available to me at this time. 


1. May 20, 1717* Only one seen is 25 shilling at N. H. Hist. Soc. (*) This 
and other issues with asterisk (*) listed in Wayte Raymond Standard Paper Money 
Catalog as very rare and seldom obtainable. 


The 25 shilling note has simple scrollwork across top like pen flourishes. 
Then "No. (324) Twenty-five Shillings". Next "This Indented Bill of Twenty-five 
shillings due from the Province of New Hampshire in New England to ye Possessor 
thereof shall be in value equal to money and shall accordingly be accepted by ye 
Treasurer and Receivers Subordinate to him in all Publick Payments & for any ----- 
(torn) any time in ye treasury. Portsm0.: the Twentieth of May Anno 1717 By Order 
of the General Assembly." Coat of arms at left bottom. Signatures in center 
Toeo Atkinson, Josh Peirce, B. Niberdie? Two headed eagle right of signatures. 
At right edge dates one above the other with com*-tee between 4th and 5th dates; 
1714, 1717, 1722, 1724, -- 1725, 1726, 1727, 1729. This note is marked "counter- 
feit" several times in manuscript. However, this may have merely meant "worthless". 
Reverse has large monogram with thistle blossom above and tree below. Size about 
4d inches wide by 5iy inches tall. 


The Mass. Historical Society index lists the following denominations (unsigned) 
in their collection: 15 shilling; 30 shilling; 3 pounds - 10 shilling; and 4 pounds. 
(Hope to see these some day.) No doubt other denominations were issued and informa- 
tion on them can be published later. :

Notes are about 4 inches wide by 5$ inches tall and 
have scroll designs and sailing ship on reverse with signature of Hunking Wentworth 
below. (Illustrations inside front cover are slightly reduced in size) Obverses 
have frame around top half with scrollwork at top, double line at sides, and double 
line with curves at bottom of frame. Below frame at left is tree in frame with 
"Beneficio Commercii™ and three signatures. Among those found on various notes 
are J. Rindge, Josh Pierce, J. Downing, A. Wiggin, S. Smith, Hen. Sherburne, .- 
Geo. Jaffrey, and Theo Atkinson. Inside frame at top is "PROVINCE OF N. HAMPSHIRE" 
Below is No. with denomination on either side. Then "We Promise Jointly and 
Severally to pay to Hunking Wentworth of Portsmo. or order the sum of one shilling 
on the 25th day of Decr. which will be in the year of our Lord one Thousand Seven 
Hundred and Forty Six in Silver or Gold at the then Currt. price or in passable 
bills of Credit on the Prov. of N. Hamp; Massachts3; Rhode Island or Connecticut 
Cols; with Interest at one pr Cent pr Ann. from the date here of being for Value

MASS. HISTORICAL SOC., AMERICAN ANTIQUARIAN SOC., AND N. H. HISTORICAL 

SOC. all have 2, 7, and 10 shilling notes of this issue as well as the 

12 pence. (1 shilling) 
The issue of "Merchants Notes" described above resulted from Royal Governor 
Belcher’s insistance that N.H. and Mass. comply with British orders that no 
paper money be issued by these colonies. Prominent citizens of N.H. and some 
from Mass. formed a company which proposed issue of 25,000 pounds in these notes 
to relieve the critical shortage of currency. The issue was opposed by many 
prominent Boston merchants including John Hancock and Massachusetts passed 
legislation prohibiting circulation of these notes. However, the Lords of Trade 
in England did not allow this act to stand on the ground that the notes were 
emitted “by a set of private men, who according to our information are of the 
best estates and rank in New Hampshire” and who had entered “into the Association 
for issueing Promisory Notes or Bills bearing an interest of 1%, which notes no 
man is oblidged to accept in payment, having in themselves no currency in law, 
but are left to stand or fall according to the credit of the signers, and may be 
taken or refused at pleasure." (1) However, it appears that the Signers soon 
refused to accept these notes at par value and “the N.H. paper money bubble died 
a natural death in its infancy". (2) Only 60005 issued which would have been 
6000 of each denomination.

3. Issue dated Apr. 1, 1737* - 3 shilling, 5 shilling, (a crow), 2 shilling, 
and 1 Angel or ten shillings exist in sheets which appear to be reprints, with 
each sheet containing four notes, one of each denomination. These notes are 
slightly narrower and taller than the previous issue, they have a fancy border 
at the top about $ inch wide. Next is the denomination and space for the number

4, Issue dated Aug. 7, 1740.* (1 pound, 2 pounds, 3 pounds, and 5 pound notes 
exist in sheets which likewise appear to be reprints, with each sheet containing 
i notes, one of each denomination.) These notes are quite similar to the last 
issue, and in fact include the April 1, 1737 date, but have the Aug. 7, 1740 date 
below the frame in additien. They lack the fancy half inch border at the top, 
but enclose the denomination in a fancy oval, except on the One Pound note, where 
the frame has a wide scroll design at top and denomination is inside the frame. 
Values are given as 20 shillings, 40 shillings, 60 shillings, and 100 shillings 
within the frames. (One pound and three pound notes are shown inside cover.) 


5. Issue dated April 3, 1742.* (Reverses of 40 shillings, 20 shillings, 10 
shillings, and 7 shillings-six pence exist in sheets which appear to be reprints, 
with each sheet containing 4 notes, one of each denomination.) It appears that 
the earlier issues were now devalued to the extent that these notes were issued 
on the basis that one new shilling was worth four of the old shillings, since 
each note gives values in "Old Tenor" of four times the new denomination. Notes 
are smaller than last two issues, about # x 5 inches. The old and new values 

are given inside, or inside and below fancy scrollwork designs which leave a 
considerable portion of the note blank around the edges. The reprints show only 
year of date. 


On genuine 10 shilling note - reverse is same as in sheets described above. 
Ooverse has "Province of New Hampshire" mingled with fancy scrollwork at top. 
Below this in corners a cherub's head is on each side, with "10" below, "S" just 
inside these on each side, and TEN SHTLLINGS in center. "This Bill of Ten 
Shillings due to ye possessor thereof from ye Province of New Hampshire shall be 
equal to one ounce ten pennyweight of coin'd silver troy weight of sterling 
alloy or Gold Coin at ye rate of Four Pounds Eighteen Shillings per ounce and 
shall be accepted in all payments and in ye treasury Portsmouth; Apr. 3, 1742 By 
order of the General Court or Assembly" Scrollwork border at sides curves in 
below above and between ends is a tree in fancy frame with Feb. 1744 at base 
inside frame, and 1743 below frame. At left is No. with L below and at right a 
space for the number in frame and L below. Below and to each side is "10 s". 

At bottom left is coat of arms, bottom right "Committee" vertically, with space 
between for signatures. 


Photographs at N. H. Hist. Soc. (obtained from A.N.S. I believe) 40 shillings: 
"Province O F NEW Hampshire” mingled with scrollwork at top. Equalled six 
ounces of coined silvey otherwise wording similar to 10 shilling above. Tree at 
bottom does not have the 1744 date at base but has 1743 outside frame. At left 
of frame is NO. and space for number is at right. Below are signatures; And. 
Wiggin, Geo. Jaffrey, and Hen Sherburne. Another specimen unsigned on front has 
"Nathl Harvey" on back. Photos of back and front matched by irregular outlines. 
M.H.S. and A.A.S. have the 40 and 20 sh. notes. N.H.H.S. has the 10 sh. note, but 
[Ts sh. has not been seen. (Reprint of reverse is shown inside cover.) Four

Reprints of this issue similar to others mentioned above occur in two sheets. 
One sheet is composed of six notes, each about 5 3/8 long by 2 3/8 inches high. A 
frame around each one about + inch wide has denomination in space at top, as "Old 
Tenor". For example, the six pence has "2/s 0. T." at top. "6 ad" is above "Crown 
Point" at each end of top line, with "Province of New Hampshire (No. )" in center. 
Next is "This bill of Six Pence equal to one thirtieth of a Spanish milled Dollar 
carrying the Interest of one per cent pr an; shall be reciev'd into the Treasury of 
the Province of New Hampshire in all Publick Payments, Portsmouth april ye third 
1755 - By order of the General Assembly" Below at left is lower part of tree with 
castle at left and field at right. At right is squirrel on branch of tree with 
"committee" vertically at right of tree. At bottom "Crown Point" is on each side 
with 6 d above, and between is a blank line with June 1 at left end and 1756 at 
right end. Two other lines above this provide spaces for the other two signatures. 
6d in MHS, also reprints. 


Other denominations in this sheet are similar style with squirrel replaced by 
bird on branch on 5 shillings, 1/3 Spanish milled dollar, 20/s 0.T. (date on middle 
line), game cock on mound on 3 shilling, one filth Spanish dollar, 12/s 0.7. 
rabbit on one shilling, one fifteenth of a Spanish dollar, 4/s 0.7. 
bird flying on 3 shilling, 9 pence, one fourth Spanish dollar, 15/s 0.T. 
bird on mound with spray in beak on 7 shilling, 6 pence, 4 Spanish dollar, 30/s 0.7. 

The latter denomination with center missing is in N. H. Historical Society with 
Signatures: Peter ----- » Hen. ----- » Theo ----- ° 


Notes in the second sheet are 5 3/8 x 34 inches tall. Frames are not bordered 
by straight lines as in the other sheet but are composed of scrollwork resembling 
leaves and shells. On the 10 shilling, 2/3 of a Spanish milled dollar, 40/s 0. T. 
there is a fox at the top with the Old Tenor denomination. Wording corresponds to 
that on the 6 pence note above but the tree has no castle or field behind it and 
the birds, etc. are missing from lower right. 


Fifteen shilling, one Spanish Milled Dollar, 60/s 0.T. has an unnatural Looking 
squirrel at top, standing on four legs with tail straight behind. Thirty shillings, 
two Spanish Milled dollars, 6 pounds 0. T. has a stag at top. The three pounds, 
four Spanish milled dollars, 12 pounds 0. T. has what appears to be wings of a bird 
at top. All these have Crown Point on them and the June 1 1756 date in addition to 
the April third 1755 date. *

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FINANCIAL HISTORY OF COLONIAL NEW HAMPSHIRE 


Ricnarp T. Hoonrr, A.N.A. No. 9302 


XPLORATION of the Granite state 
began in 1603, when Martin Pring 
sailed up the Piscataqua river, but the 
first description of the area within the 
present boundaries of New Hampshire 
was given by Capt. John Smith, who 


in 1614 skirted the northeast coast - 


from Penobscot bay to Cape Cod. In 
1623, the first settlements on the 
mainland were made by David Thom- 


son at Odiorne’s Point, near Ports-. 






mouth, and by the Hiltons at Dover 


Point, where the first town govern- - 


ment was set up in 1633. 

During the ensuing years the colony 
grew slowly, as only the most rugged 
pioneers could endure the hardships 
that. were their daily lot. For 42 
years, Massachusetts and New Hamp- 
shire, although retaining separate 
legislative assemblies, continued under 
the authority of a common executive. 
Not until 1741 was a separation ef- 
fected between the colonies north and 
south of the Merrimac. 

. Of all the New England colonies, 
New Hampshire suffered most from 
the French and Indian wars. Her 
settlements were feeble and her terri- 
tory most exposed to invasion by the 
savages. Virtually all of the. north- 
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western portion of the state remained 


ungranted and unsettled until the 
English conquest of Canada in 1760. 


‘AS soon as peace assured tranquility’ 


to the settlers, a tide of immigration 
set in along the Connecticut river 
and its tributaries. 

Mention has been made in previous 
studies of other colonies using ware- 
house receipts, most all forms of farm 
produce, mortgages on land, and even 
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silver plate as a basis of credit to 
facilitate overseas trade and domestic 
commerce. Britain’s restraining meas- 
ures on the colonists’ efforts to ex- 
pand trade were to plague the set- 
tlers until the Revolution. 

Every effort to alleviate the scarcity 
of specie by. the use of legal tender 
notes, or bills of credit, was deemed 
unlawful in the house-of commons: 
Having a standard medium of ex- 
change that operated smoothly, it 
was difficult to understand the out- 
ery from the colonies for some small 
measure of relief. British merchants 
were willing to accept warehouse re- 
ceipts but the balance of payment 
was demanded in cash, which was a 
simple manifestation of the mercan- 
tile theory in action. Economic traffic 


o 
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1709. The new tenor notes were 
struck to help finance a joint land 
and sea venture against Canada, 
which ended in failure. ne 

Again, in 1712, £1,000 was issued 
to replace the old and worn notes of 
the preceding issue, and an additional 
£500 was added in new currency, to 
aid in financing various expeditions. 
By the treaty of Utrecht, England’s 
claims to the Hudson Bay country, 
Newfoundland, and Acadia were rec- 
ognized, and the French, Dutch, and 
Spanish islands of the West Indies 
were. thrown open to English and 
colonial trad@. Thus considerable im- 
petus was given to enlarging the 
unsavory three-cornered trade — mo- 
lasses, rum, and slaves. 

The steadily increasing amount of 


‘bills in circulation again was ex- 


panded, in 1715, by the amount of 
£1,200, following the general pattern 
of the times. As New Hampshire’s 
economy was relatively static, it was 
impossible to meet the retirement 
date payments. Worn notes had to 
be replaced, and the gradual drain 
of the bills to neighboring colonies 
for goods purchased generated a 
steady pressure for expansion of the 
circulating medium. 

So again, in 1716, £1,500 was re- 
issued, which was the amount of the 
annual taxes received. The extreme 
rarity of the early notes, issued in 
rather small amounts, as well as the 
confusion and lack of technical in- 
formation regarding them, can be 
noted in the following observations 
made by the noted authority, Harley 
L. Freeman: “Now, if these (issues) 
all used the same plates with pos- 
sible over-dates, I am not sure, for 
again I have few records of notes 
existing, but the earliest note I have 
a record of is a 15 shilling note of 
May 20, 1717, from the Chapman 
collection. However, it also has the 
date 1714 engraved on the note, so 
it may have been from new plates 
for the May 20, 1714, issue, and then 
over-dated later. In that case, the 
1715 and 1716 issues probably used 
the new plates. Furthermore, the 
note for 15 shillings probably is a 
raised denomination from 1 shilling. 
Chapman also had a £4 note with the 
date May 20, 1717, and then the over- 


‘date. of: 1722;. biitt no “signs of 1714 


date on this note, which further com- 
plicates the picture.” 

‘The accompanying illustration of 
an uncut pair of two notes of the 
1717 issue for £3 10s and £4 show 


several over-dates as mentioned: 1722, 
1724,°1725, 1726, 872%; and 1729. Such* 
evidence would itidicate the plates 
were used again snd again to elimi- 
nate expenses ccessary in engraving 
new plates for cach emission (No. 1). 

About 1719, small groups of hardy 
settlers from Scotland and Ireland 
built their sturdy log huts along the 
Merrimac river, near present day 
Manchester. From these rustic, cabins 
came such patriots as Robert Rogers, 
John Stark, and -Daniel Webster. 
Naturally there were those who were 
loyal to the crown, and it was re- 
ported that Lt. Gov. John Wentworth, 
grandfather. of the colony’s governor 
during the Revolution, reported to the 
lords of trade that Bostonians were 
building a thousand ton ship to trade 
in contraband with Portugal and 
Spain. By his complaints to England, 
he thus became one of the instigators 
of the War of Jenkins’ Ear. The re- 
ported size of the ship was a baseless 
exaggeration. Massachusetts continued 
to turn a deaf ear to repeated pleas 
of New Hampshire for assistance in 
strengthening her shaky economy. 
Wentworth in turn was endeavoring 
to cause trouble in Boston. 

Benning Wentworth was born in 
Portsmouth, July 24, 1696, and died 
there October 14, 1770. Graduated 
from Flarvard in 1715, he became a 
merchant and was appointed king’s 
councillor in 1734. In 1741, when New 
Hampshire was made a separate prov- 
ince, he became its governor, contin-. 
uing in office until 1767, when he 
resigned. He was authorized by the 
crown to grant patents on unoccupied 
lands, and in 1749 began making 
grants on the west side of the Con- 
necticut river, in what now is south- 
ern Vermont. These grants were con- 
sidered by the colonial government of 
New York as being within its domain. 
As Gov. Wentworth stoutly main- 
tained his authority for some time, 
the collision regarding the Hlampshire 
grants, so famous in Vermont’s his- 
tory, ensued. Wentworth was accus- 
tomed to exacting rather heavy fees 
for his grants of land, accumulating 
a large personal estate in the process. 
Tn all of his grants, he stipulated the 
reservation of a lot upon which an 
Episcopal church was to be erected. 
The town of Bennington was named 
in his honor. Following his resigna- 
tion as governor, he gave the Dart- 
mouth college 500 acres of land, on 
which the college buildings were 
erected. 
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was strictly a“ore-way street. 
There was some justification for 
this firm British policy. About 1559, 
during a period when England was 
suffering from the wretched effects 
of her own debased coinage, a study 
of existing conditions led to the pro- 
nouncement of what became known 
as Gresham’s law -that bad money 
will displace good money in a com- 
munity where the so-called bad money 


can be used to discharge obligations..: 


Manifestly, if one specie of coin con- 
tained greater value than another, 
both having equal debt-paying power, 
the inferior would be parted with 
first and put into circulation. In ob- 
ligations outside the country, how- 
ever, the superior pieces would be 
employed, thus leading to their ex- 
portation. In the long run, natural 
and basie laws of economics will pre- 
vail, regardless of the false value that 
may be placed upon the money by 
rulers, kings, or governments endeav- 
oring to establish fictitious values on 
the circulating medium, Such unsound 
measures can be forced upon the 
local citizens but not into the chan- 


nels of international trade. An ounce. 


of pure gold maintains a constant 
value in transactions. abroad, even 
though it may have an inflated value 
at home. 

Thus the rise of a strong mercan- 
tile group in England exerted great 
pressure on. the home government, 
and demanded colonial merchants pay 


in specie for goods sent overseas. 


Strong representation in parliament 
resulted in dictatorial economic poli- 
cies during the colonial era in Amer- 
ica. The paper notes printed by the 
colonies over approximately 80 years 
could not be accepted in the count- 
ing-houses of England’s merchants 
with no security behind the notes to 
maintain a stable value. Credit is 
contingent upon reserves of specie 
and bullion deposited by the nations 
participating in international trade. It 
was all too clear that such did not 
exist in America. Some credit was 
given for a few products sent to 
England, but in such limited quantity 
that it was impossible to build up any 
reserves to. facilitate foreign trade. 
So scarce was specie in the early 
days of this northern province that 
int 1705 the total amount taken in 


by the treasury was insufficient to 
pay the governor’s salary. Frantic 
attemmmts to borrow funds from Massa- 


chusetts were of no avail, and so, in 
1709, as a last resort, the colonial 
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government was obliged to issue its 
own paper money totaling £3,000, and 
the following year an _ additional 
£2,500. 

Between 1675 and 1762, the people 
of New Hampshire participated in six 
wars against the French and Indians 
covering a period of 38 years. Closely 
bound. to- the fortunes of Massachu- 
setts, the hardy northern pioneers 
were obligated to make additional 
sacrifices by providing men, supplies, 
and funds for their common protec- 
tion. 

Massachusetts, in 1690; was the first 
colony to emit paper money, and by 
the time New Hampshire made her 
first official issue May 20, 1717, Massa- 
chusetts had created seven emissions, 
New York had four issues circulating 
and Rhode Island, South Carolina, and 
Connecticut had come to embrace 
the supposed benefits of fiat currency. 
Primarily, these early issues were to 
provide pay for soldiers, their cloth- 
ing, arms, and food. 

For many years the history of New 
Hampshire is little else than a record 
of strife and contentioh on all sides. 
During the final phase of King Phil- 
ip’s. war, the suffering along the pro- 
vincial. frontier was very great. 
Assistance to repel Indian raids was 
too far removed to be of much bene- 
fit. During the wars of William, Anne, 
and George, the villages of this 
northern colony were laid waste. 

But, in the precarious intervals of 
peace, the spirits of the people re- 
vived and the hardy settlers returned 
to their burned farms to begin anew 
the struggle for existence. Out of 
these trials and conflicts. came that 
sturdy and resolute race of pioneers 
who bore such a heroic part in the 
contests of later years. With them, 
the humble cabin, perhaps 14 by 16 
feet, in the frozen woods under a 
desolate winter sky, was a cheerful 
home. A completely different scene 
from that of 18th century Ports- 
mouth, where a citizen might observe 
in- one day as many as 16 vessels 
either casting anchor or hoisting sail 
in their conduct of foreign or coast- 
wise trade. Great pines from the 
backwoods were trimmed down for 


the British navy, and until New 
Hampshire began supplying them, 
Britain, as Pepys noted, feared. for 
her. sea supremacy because of lack 


of sood sticks for her ships. 
E 
\n emission of currency totaling 
"4.000 was made in 1711 of which half 


was replacement for the bills of 


The gradual depreciation of the 
currency continued to pinch the 
economy on all sides. Gov. Belcher 
complained of it in connection with 
his salary. He stated that in 1730- 
1731, the premium on silver was 250; 
in [732 it rose to 270; by 1733 it stood 
at 300; and by 1739: it had soared to 
425. This illustrated note of Decem- 


ber 25, 1734, is a private issue, where- 
by the signers PROMISE JOINTLY AND 
SEVERALLY TO PAY M. HUNTING WENT- 
WORTH, MERCHANT OF PORTSMOUTH, THE 
SUM OF 7 SHILLINGS, ete., signed by the 


Another signer of this note, ‘Thomas 


Atkinson, graduated. from Harvard 
in 1718, and at various times was 


representative in the assembly, naval 
officer, sheriff, clerk of the Court of 
Common Pleas, colonel of the militia, 
collector of customs, secretary of the 
colony, chief judge of the Superior 
court, and a member ‘of the council. 
In 1775 a committee of the provincial 
congress requested him to deliver all 
records and papers in the secretary’s 
office, which he refused to do, it being 
“against his oath and honor.’ On a 
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three individuals, and then indorsed 
on the reverse by Wentworth. The 
exact reason underlying the issuance 
of these notes is not known. .This 
issue is the only early example of 
notes being printed on both Sides. 
Signers of this specimen were Thomas 
Atkinson, George Jaffrey, and Henry 
sherburne (No. 2). 

Mark Hunting Wentworth was a 
son of the aforementioned John Went- 
worth and father of Sir John Went- 
worth, the last royal governor of New 
Hlampshire. He was a merchant and 
had the agency for.procuring spars 
~ for the royal navy. He took an active 
part in politics and was a member 
of the council. .He enjoyed a highly

honorable reputation, reportedly was 
charitable and kind, and amassed'a 
considerable fortune. He died in 1795. 
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second visit, the committee, without 
heeding his objeetions,:took possession 
of the documents of his office, except 
the volumes then in the hands of 
Gov. Wentworth. Congress, by a reso- 
lution of July 7, 1775, voted that At- 
kinson should be held accountable 
to the people for the missing books. 
He died in 1779, at the age of 82. He 
bequeathed £200 sterling to the Epis- 
copal church of Portsmouth, the in- 
terest of which he directed to be 
spent for bread and distributed to 
the poor of the parish on Sundays. 


His wishes were carried out until 
1859, a period of 80 years. He was 


a man of wealth and probably owned 


more. silver plate than any other .
